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Tlic Umpire 

" It looks easy, hut tiy it." 
So Hiiid a voterrtM iiiripin', and ho 
WHK liol) Iltirtf^r piepariMl to say 
af'lor liiH first (»xperienoe in a really 
iiiiportant j^aiiiP. He had presided 
over matcilicH between cluHHeH and 
Hocieties with ^'ood sueeess, mid had 
Mhown liiinHelf |)OHM(WMed of the car<li- 
nal qnalific.ilioiiH ofaKOO'l 'mseltall 
miipire — an accurate eye, thorough 
knowledge of the rulew, prompt nesH 
in deeidinR, and flrmneHH in nuiin- 
taininu n pohition once taken. 
'riuMefore when tlie manajjei'H of two 
m ifililiorint; (iollene teams agreed 
)ipoii liim as the ofTieinl for the 
deei'linfj; i;iim<> of tiieii- series he look 
il as a compliment and readily ac- 
cepted. The conteHtunts weie the 
Slate University and Lowland Col- 
lege, and the game was to he play- 
0(1 on the unversity ;,'roundH. 

Ilarter met the two captains 
together in order to reach a clear 
understanditig as to grouinl rules 
and other poHsii)ly detiatal)l<^ points, 
and closed the interview Ity saying: 
" Now, fellows, I'm here to niveyou 
l)oth a square (leal. I'll protiahly 
make some mistakes, l>iitthey shall 
he as few as I can make them, and 
they'll he unintentional. Another 
thing: It will do \w good to ' kick.' 
I I'xpoct U) decide each point as I 
I see it, atid Hhmi ^iiml l.y my 
decision." 

Ilarter's IioiiIiIcm iM'i;,-in filniost 
immediately. II seemed to him that 
there never had heen a game in 
^v!lich so many pitched halls " cut 
the corners" and in which there 
•uiine such an (uidloss succession of 
ilose plays. Often, as he stood 
! ' ind the pitcher, it was impos- 
' to b« quite certain whether 
Mie hall In Its quick shoot to right 
or left had really passed over the 
citrner <»f the plate or had swung 
hchind it just as it reached tin- 
catcher's glove Wlilehover way he 
decide<l, one sidt* oi the other was 
sure he was wrotig. When he called: 
"strike," the hatter would t)iotest 
with an angry swing of his hat^; if 
he said "l>all,"the pitcher would 
turn and glare at hi:n reproachfully, 
or growl out a request to know 
" What was the matter with that?" 
On bases it was just as bad. At 
almost every itifield play runner 
and hall n^ached first base at t<o 
nearly the* same instant that it was 
hard to say which had the infinitesi- 
mal advanlat-e; and nearly every 
<l(scision there was ihesuhjeclof ex- 
celled oriticisin from playern or 
spectators. 

The same waa true at the other 
bases. When a man tried to 
" steal" and the catcher threw the 
hall t<» second, Ilarter would rush 
lo the spot and peer into the cloud 
of dust raised by the slide. Soni(>- 
tinies Ik! could bt^ sine, often he 
had to <leciile olT-liand between two 
equal |)rohal)ilities, usually giving 
the runner the l)enelil of tliedoul)!. 
Always he aimed toconsicler only 
the play, and not the uniform, btit 
the game was being "played for 
blood," and healed partisans of on(> 
side or tin' other did not hestitale 
in their excitemeiif to apply to him 
e[)ithets of which " rol>l)er" was 
line of the mildest. 

Thus It went till ilu* last half of 
llie ninth inning was reached, auil 
ilarter, more weaiieil by the strain 
than he would hav(< been by the 
l)hysicHl (>xertion of jilaying several 
games himscK, look(«d forward eag- 
erly lo his speedy release and an 
op|)ortunlly to sit down and rest 
'J'he s(!ore stood 3 lo % in fiivor of 
the university, with J^owland at the 
bat. Clark, the Lowl«nd captain, 
had hit safely after one man was 
out, had stolen so«*ond and heen 
advanced to third bj' u sacrifice. 
The next hatter was hit by the 
pitcher, and the next was sent to 
first on balls. Thus the bases were 
full, with two out. 

The man at bat was an excellent 
liitter, and was anxious (o " line it 
out" in an effort to dear Iho bases. 
The captaiti, however, fearing a fly, 
signaled for a " sciueeze play," 
which at thai lime was entirely 
new. The Lowlanders liad died it 
willi good success in practice, \)ut 
neither team had ever used il in a 
game. With a batsman less sure 
4)ian Wilton it would have l)een a 
reckless jilwy. At best it was un 
certain, but C'aplain Clork hoped 
by sj»ringing it unexpectedly to 
surprise liis opixinenis tin<l tie the 
Mi-nri- VV'iili ivKi mil iiii'l "■! much 



at stake no one would dream of his 
trying such a play. 

This was the modus operandi : 
Captain Clark look as long a " lead" 
off third as he dared, and when the 
pilciior had gone so far with his 
preliminary motions that he must 
deliver the hall to Iho bat or be 
guilty of a balk, Clark suddenly 
dashed at full speed for home. As 
he did so the halter, who had posed 
as if he intended to "smash" the 
hall, quickly shifted his position 
and" Itunted" — held his l)at station- 
ary l)efore the hall so that it niete- 
ly stopped and uuule lo roll just 
inside the foul line. 

The late the pitclier saw what was 
happening. He flung himself des 
peralely at the hall, falling prostrate 
as he reached it. He saw t he runner 
dive for the plate, and, having no 
time to rise, tossed it as he lay to 
the catcher. It stiuck the l)ig mit 
an incalculable fraction of a second 
before t'lark, as he slid, touched the 
marble slab with his outsirelcked 
fingers. 

Willi the bases full it was a 
" forceil run," and if the catcher 
was toiu'hing the plate wlien he 
caught the ball the runner, of course 
was out. In that case the game was 
ended, with the score 3 to 2 in favor 
of the university. If not, Clark had 
scored, and it was a tie. The um- 
pire, close to the plate and bending 
to watch the jilay, saw that as the 
ball Hew a little to one side the 
cat<!her was forced lo lift his foot 
for one short instant, and it was iu 
that instant that Clark's finger 
grazed the jilate. He therefore 
called "safe," and made the cor- 
responding signal with prone hand. 
It proved to he the signal for a 
sm.-ill riot. Assuming that the 
game was ended the crowd had 
swarmed from the bleachers out 
«)ver the field, anft now the umpire 
was surrounded by a mob of home 
players and theii partisans, yelling 
and gesticulating as only a bns(>hall 
( row(' can do. The Lowlaml cap 
tain also forced his way in, and iu 
sisted on presenting his view of the 
matter. For several miuules it 
looked as if there might he physical 
violence, but calmer counsels pre- 
vailed, and with great difiieully the 
field was cleared and the game re- 
siinuul. 

It was a trying situation for Ihe 
university players. With the score 
tied and the bases full, there wore 
many chances for tin* si<l<« at hat to 
win A hit, a base on. balls, the 
hitting of tlie batter by a j)itched 
hall, an error by a fielder, a wild 
pitch or a passed hall — any one of 
these possible and even prohahhv 
oflcurrenoes meant victory for th(> 
visitors. Already the pitcher, in 
hitting one man and giving another 
his base, liad shown symptoms of 
being "up in the air," and indeed 
the* whole team fell the strain. A 
few quiet words from theii captain, 
however, keyed them up anew in 
nerve and spirit, and the game 
Went on. 

'I'hen camA a play and a deciision, 
both of which were uni<iue. Of 
<!Ourse, with the bases full, any 
kind of hit would "force" eaoli 
runner. It was at this criti<'al 
juncture that a swift grounder was 
knocke<l almost directly towani the 
third luisenuiu, who was playing 
well off. He had not lime after 
recoveiing his balance Ia> thi'ow to 
any base nor to reach liis own posi 
lion, and so he tri(«d to touch Zenor, 
the runner from second, who was 
coming at full speed and was almost 
upon him. Thinking the runner 
would slide the l)aseman stooped lo 
"put it on him." IJiit Z<uior had 
no intenlion of being caught so 
easily. With a tremendous leap he 
actually cl<<ared tiro crouching iiase- 
man and landed in a heap on the 
base. Meantime the nmn who had 
he«<n on third had reached home. 

Again th(«ro was [)andemonium. 
'IMie crowd was wild with the swift 
succession of emotions. At the 
sharp crack of the bat everyone had 
felt suie that it was a safe hit and 
tliat it had won tlie game for Low- 
land. 'I'hen when the baseman 
made his hiillinnt sto[> and stoppi^d 
to tou(fh Ihe runner il seemed loall 
that Ihe plaj' must end Ihe inning 
and leave the score tied. Hut then 
came Zenor's astounding leap, 
wliich brought hiin untouched to 
tliird and apparently made i>ossi- 
ble the winning run. 

Kveu the univeisity men were 
putting away their bats and pre 
p.'iriug to leave the field when, lo 



the astonishment of all, the umpire 
signaled " out" at third. There 
was a moment of slupifled silence, 
then a roar in which the notes of 
joy anil rage were mingled as the 
two parlies realized what it meant. 
Again was Ilarter surreundi'd by a 
yelling, cheering, jtrotesting mob of 
players. 

"' What did you call that play ?" 
demanded the captain of the Low- 
lands, fairly foaming with wrath 
and excitement. 

"The mail is out. Play liall." 

"How is ho out? The fielder 
wasn't on his base, and didn't 
touch him." 

" lie In out because he ran more 
than three feet from a dii-ect line 
between the bases * * * to 
avoid being touched," said Ilarter, 
quoting from the rules. 

" He didn't run out of the line. 
He jninp(>d over the baseman." 

"The line between the l>aseHison 
the ground, and he jumped more 
than three feet, high. It is a new 
question, but my decision is that 
the jump was one of liis strides in 
running, and as he rose more than 
lliiee feet al>ove the line he violated 
the rule and is out. Now play 
ball." 

It is not necessary here either to 
criticise or to defend this rather 
remarkable interpretation of the 
rule, t)Ut merely to tell what hap- 
pened. 'I'heu' WHS more wrangling, 
though the Lr)wlanders were alniosi 
speechless with amazement and ex- 
citement. The umpire was immov 
able, however, and in the end they 
yielded as their opponents had done 
on the decision at the plate. As 
C)i|)lMin Claik put it. " It's a crazy 
decision, of course, but he's doing 
the best he can, so come ort, fel- 
lows." 

The next inning was compara- 
tivelv uneventful, and it was not 
till the eleventh that the Low- 
lainlers finally baited in the win- 
ning tally. 

In spilth of tlie hard things that 
were said about the umpire and his 
work, it was realized, when the 
game was talked over afterward, 
how difficult it had l)een, with its 
multitude of close decisions, and all 
agreed that Martei had dealt fairly 
wiih lioth sides. When it was pro- 
posed to seek his services for the 
next j'car's contest both managers 
assented, though Clark added, witli 
a laugh, " We must have an in- 
lerprelalian of that three-foot rule, 
though, that will cover the case of 
high jumpei-s like Zenor."

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The Commiiwioner of EklucatioD 
of New York State, Hon, Andrew 
H. Draper, in a recent circular to 
Boards of Educntioo, quotes Home 
of tile provisions of the law relating 
to fire-drills, fire escapes, exits and 
doorways of school baildings in the 
State. The circular, and warnings 
and recommeodations it contains, 
are inspired by the appalling cir- 
camstances attending the burning oi 
the public school building at Collin- 
wood, O., Ity which two teachers 
and over one hundred seventy 
school children lost their lives. 

The law of thcfSUte of New York, 
enacted in 1901, which entails a 
penalty for neglect, says that " It 
shall be the duty ot the Principal 
or otit*"- '»''>-'*r,n in charge of every 
publi" private .school or 

educational institutiou within the 
State, having more than 100 pupils, 
to instruct and train the pupils by 
means of drills, so that they may in 
H sudden emergency be able to leave 
the school building iu the shortest 
possible time and without con- 
fusion or panic. Such drills or 
rapid dismissals shall be held at 
least once in each month." 

Section 49, Title 7, <.f the Con- 
Holidated School Law provides: 

" All school buildings situated in 
the school districts of the State, 
other than ia the cities of New 
irooklyn, which are 
iuor«i ttjau two stories high, shall 
havR properly constructed stair 
ways orj the out8i<le thereof, with 
suitable doorways leading thereto, 
from each story above the first, for 
use in case of fire. Such stair- 
ways shall be kept iu good order 
and free from obstruction. It shall 
l)e the duty of the trustee or trus- 
tees having charge of said school 
bnikliogs in school districts to 
cause such stairways to be con- 
structed] and maintained, and the 
reasonable and proper cost thereof, 
Hhall In each case, be a legal charge 
npoo the district, and shall be 
raised by tax, as other moneys are 
raised for school pnr{>oses." 

The Ckfowlidated School Law also 
provides, in Section 17, Title 7 : — 

" All exit doors shall open out- 
wardly, and shall, if double doorf« 
hf! nw»d.» t>e fastened with movable 
perated simultaneously by 
the handle from the inner face of 
•be door. No staircase shall be 
w>nstrncted with winder steps in 
lieu of a platform, but shall be cou- 
Ntract«<i with straight runs, changes 
ill direction being ma plat- 



fetairs and platforms do not con- 
form to the requirements of such 
law, that immediate steps be taken 
by boards of education to change 
the construction of such doors and 
stairways so that they will conform 
to the requirements of the law con- 
cerning new buildings. 

In addition to the foregoing 
general provision of law, there are 
also 8t)ecial laws relating to the con- 
struction of all buildings in most of 
the cities, and it must be borne in 
mind that these also apply to 
school buildings. 

■'** The board of education of each 
city and of each school district 
should at once investigate each of 
the schools under its charge, and 
ascertain if the construction of 
every building conforms to the re- 
quirements of the statutes above 
quoted. If any school building 
does not conform to legal require- 
ments, action should be taken forth- 
with to conform to the law. And 
boards may well go beyond the re- 
quirements of tilt' Irtw in thu 
direction of safety. If in your 
judgment, other safeguards are 
essential to the proper protection 
of the lives of the children attend- 
ing the schools under your charge 
than those which are required liy 
the statutes, prompt measures must 
be instituted to provide the same.

I have read with much interest 
the good suggestions for a National 
Federation of the American Socie- 
ties of the Deaf, puldished by 
Douglas Tildeii i'> Hk- Murfli Silent 
W orlcer. 

He defines tliti i«;ini no<;ji;iy" in 
the following words: — "The term 
society shall mean an association, 
league, ord»-r, clui>, hxlge, asnemtily, 
circle or any organization of the 
deaf having no less than ten mem- 
bers, and the object of each .such 
organization shall l)e beneficial." 
It will be seen Mr. Tilden's plan is 
different from the. original Federa- 
tion plan, which aims only to fed- 
erate the State Assocations. I like 
.Mr, Tilden's plan best, hecaus«» if 
it is followed it will bring into a 
federation many people who would 
never get interested in an organiza- 
tion like the present National As- 
sociation, and thus greater good 
will result to a greater number of 
people. Considering this subject 
we should not think only of our- 
selves and the present, but of the 
future ; of those who come aft«r 
us, the coming generation of the 
deaf, who will profit tnore than we 
will from the great National Fed- 
eration,

The federation will co- 
operate with the State immigration 
bureau, and will devot;« attention 
to advertising the various sections 
of the Slate to the oulside'World. 
It will seek to better settlement of 
its agricultural lands. The funds 
of the federation ar^to be supplied 
by dues collerrted from each club, 
ranging antinally from $5 fo $50 
each, a' ■ to the size of the 

cities n-i "d. 

In South iMkota the federation 
works in c^)uuecl ion with the Sta^>« 
Immigration department in prepar- 
ing bullei4ns on the r'esources and 
opportunities for investment of the 
.State. These will be distrll)iited 
through the iiidiiiltrial departyients 
of the railways and the national 
bureau of immigration. Local ex- 
hibitions will l>e made in ea<jh town 
under the supervision of Ihe ^oeal 
clnl), where the resources of the 
ly be exploited.

His cnunlenHnce is 
rather cool and collected, and its 
expression just sober enough t.o 
cany conviciion. However, in his 
earriestiiess to jrivo a really good 
lecture, he overstepped the msrk. 
His ambition got a bit ahead oi 
him. His address was too long, or 
rather, as he admitted in his pro- 
logue, his time was too short for its 
l>repfiration It was evident from 
the thick i)ad of'manuKcrpI that the 
" l)it>i" was bigger than the gullet. 
'I'lie consequence was that he read 
a i/ood deal from the manuscript 
resulting in interruptions, which he 
otherwise might have avoided 
more to his credit, ilowever, as 
the lecture was a " gift horse," we 
refrain from further comment, and 
assure him it was very much ap- 
preciated by all as their unanimous 
vote of thanks testified.

Origin o< Itlntnonda. 

The origin of diamonds, which 
for so long hKs been a debated 
question, appears to be explained 
by a recent discovery near Kimtier- 
ly. In both the Indian and Bra- 
zilian diamond fields the gem occurs 
like a pebble in certain gravelly 
strata, but has not been traced 
back to any rock that gives an 
indication of its genesis. After 
the discovery of diamonds iu the 
river sand on some South African 
rivers, a peculiar material of a 
brownish buff color, which turned 
t;0 a dark bluish tint, was found. 
It l)ecaine harder as the miners 
dug down. The diamonds lay in 
this material, together with several 
others minerals, such as garnets, 
iron ores, augite and alivine. 
Excavations begun unsystematic 
ally, were eventually carried on on 
such a scale that near Kimbeily 
they have reached a depth of more 
than fouiteen hundred feet. Here 
the rock is about as hard as ordi- 
nary limestene. The blue ground 
is fouH'l only in limited areas. The 
rocks around are of dark shades, 
banded with hard sandstone, in 
which sheets or dykes of basalt or 
some material which was once in a 
molten ccudition are occasionally 
found. .The blue ground fills a 
sort of shaft of colossal size in these 
other rocks, and Is itself out up In 
similar dykes. 

The opinion of geologists differs as 
to whether the gems were produced 
where they now lie or been formed 
of some older rock, which has been 
shattered l>y volcanic explosions. 
It Is thought the mystery has been 
at last cleaie<l up. About two 
years ago the manager of the 
diamond mine near Kimberly 
picked up a specimen in which 
smaller diamonds were apparently 
embedde<l in a garnet. This led to 
an investigation of various bouhlors, 
one of which was l>roken open an<l 
was found to contain diamonds. 
The rock is of the desription known 
to mineralogists tis "eclogite."

There is a good profit in orange 
growing. Ten acres will bring as 
much as $2,000 every year. I 
would strongly advise the Home to 
come here, and buy 20 acres of 
land along the track. Land is at 
$60 per acre for sale now. Now is 
time to buy it. I suppose it would 
l>e unfortunate of the Home to 
locate without owning pioperty to 
takecaieof it. What would the 
Home do' witliout owning property. 
The Home should send some re- 
presentatives to Cuba to look what 
Americans make money in orange 
or grape fruit groves, and cattle 
raising They make money in cow 
pea and potatoes, while they wait 
for the trees to bear. Cow pea is 
twice raised here. The yield of it 
is worth $50 per acre. 

Our colony is called " El Canet," 
which is a mile of P. O. Los Minas. 
I feel Biire the Home would make 
no^mislake in buying lands here. 
Las Minas is twenty-five miles 
South of Ocean Port Nuevitas. It 
lakes steamship four days to reach 
New York. The freight cost seven 
cents for Las Minas to Nuevitas 
The ships charge fifteen cents per 
crate. The freight from Caliiornia 
to New York cost ninthly cents. 
The water transportation is cheaper 
from Nuevitas than from Florida 
I would be glad to have some mutes 
in California correct my ati)tement 
U wrong.

March 21, 1908— Hereafter this 
Institution will he known as State 
School for tub Dkaf. The bill to 
that effect became a law, Wednes- 
day aftern'jon of this week, having 
passed both houses of the General 
Assembly by the Senate's concur- 
rence therein. It only awaits the 
signature M the Governor, which is 
assured. At the same time one 
yehr was added to the school limit, 
placing it now at thirteen yeais. 
The world doth move, and with it 
the education of the deaf. During 
the same afternoon, the bill for 
the enumeration of defective per- 
sons was passed. It refers to as- 
sessors in their annual rounds to 
note down all the deaf, blind-deaf, 
and insane. 

Perhaps some objections may be 
raised to the long name under which 
this school will go. The word 
State might seem superfluous. A 
little reflection, however, will show 
that it is just right, and was put 
there to distinguish it from private 
or city or country school. Then too 
it also makes known that the State 
itself fosters or maintains it. 

Since the recent school building 
fire in Collinwood, in which one 
hundred seventy-six children lost 
their lives, agents for life saving 
apparatus have been reaping a 
harvest from school boards and 
trustees of State institutions in the 
sale of their wares. It is generally 
after the horse has been stolen that 
the public awakens to the necessity 
of the occasion, and after the ex-

The following from an Athens 
Ohio, paper tells its own story: 

Stewart, O., March 16.— Will 
McQill, aged flUout nineteen, and a 
deaf-mute, was struck and killed by 



B. & O. through train No. 3, at 
noon to-day. The accident occurred 
a short distance below this village. 

Mc Gill was the son of Charles 
MoQill, a farmer of near Beebe. 
He was on his way here when he 
was killed. The train struck him 
just as he had crossed the bridge 
below here. There is no doubt but 
that he was unaware that it was 
time for the train, as he had been 
in the habit of walking the track. 
The train was upon the youth before 
the trainmen realized that he was 
unable to hear its approach. 

The body was thrown from the 
track with fearful force. When the 
body was picked up life was nearly 
extinct, and j'ouug McGill was dead 
within ten minutes. 

The body was removed to the 
depot, where it remained until a 
late hour this afternoon. 

News was received here this 
week, of the death of Robert Lobb, 
on the 12th inst., at his home in 
Ulrichsville, Ohio. He was born 
in England, March 3d, 1867, and 
thirteen years later, he having been 
born de'kf, came with his parents to 
Cleveland, from which place he 
was sent to school here. He was 
mOvSt industrious in his studies, eager 
to learn. While att school he 
learned the printer's trade, and when 
he left easily obtained a place in 
the Cleveland Leader office. He 
worked here several years, and 
then moved to Ultichsville, he hav- 
ing been mariied in the meantime 
to Miss Amelia Recs, of Gnadenhut- 
ten, \rhere he was employel in the 
Chronicle oflice of that place near 
up to the time of his death. De- 
spite the inroads on his system by 
the disease — consumption — he stuck 
to his work until he was utterly 
broken down He leaves a wife 
and three children, the latter aged, 
respectively, sixteen, seven and 
three years; besides his father, two 
brothers and two sisters. 

The editor of the Chronicle pays 
this well deserved tribute to his 
memory. 

" Rol>ert Lobb was a faithful 
man, true to his family, conscien- 
tious in his work, honest in his 
denlings, upright in every way and 
without a vice. He walked through 
life in silence, and his sphere was 
limited, but he did good. He left 
good impressions on those about 
him. He won respect because he 
deserved it. Fortune was never 
kind to him in a financial way, but 
friends he had in plenty among our 
people wlio knew how clean he was 
in character and how deserving in 
every way."

It iH proposed to create a uiemoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Ainsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edlQceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples.
